paſt bel ore the HL: thofe late eadls, our In ; x De- 
clarations and Remonſizances publiſhed to the world, wherin we 
have Curſed all Nationall Invaſion, and our willingnefſe when 
we were in Armes to lay them down upon the ſmall hopes of 
injoying our Religion and Liberties; and our forbearing now, 
by way of repellall to ſatisfie our ſelves upon the Shippes and 
goods of our deare Brethren of England, for thoſe Ships and 
goods of ours,that have been taken by the Kings Ships, which 
fibly we might have been able to doe, . had nor Juſtice for- 
Lladen us, to take from them, whom we are aſſured, neither 
wh us harme, nor have done us wrong , will be conceived by 
the wiſe and well affeed 10 be more plain and ſure evidences. 
of our ner, then all that malice candevile , or calumme can 
expreſſe againit us. 
Neither have any riew emergents adhered , but rather con- 
firmed our former refoluztios : for although both before and 
fincethe Lare Pacification we have been highly injured by 
ſome Papifſts and Prelats, and theiradherents there, who have 
been, and are ftill ſeeking no leſſe , then that we ſhould no 
more be aKirk or Nation, and therforechemſelyes cannot 
thinke but we muſt accompr of them as Gods enemies ant 
ours: Yet above all the favours we have received from the 
good people and body of the Kingdome of England, One there 
15 which hath highly honoured them before the world, and 
endeared them unto us more then before, which ſhall never be 
forgotten by us , and we hope ſhall be thankfully remembred 
by our Children , and Childrens Children after us to all gene- 
rations ; That when upon miſinformation. the Councell of 
Exgland had concluded to raife Force againſt us , when the 
Parliament of Ireland had offered their Perſons. and Eſtates for 
ſupply _ us; when all plozs and policies were ſet on worke, 
and Publick Declarations by Authority were made,andthe Par- 
liament called for this very end , when we had beentraduced, 
and Proclaimed as Traytors and Rebelis at every Pariſh 
"Church, yetſo wiſe, ſo grave, fo juſt was that High Court of 
' Parliament ( to their everlaſting honour be it remembred ) thar 
' no thrextnings, nor feares, no promiſes nor hopes, no fierceneſſe, nor 
| cunniogly deviſed ſuggeſtion could move them to decerne a 


warre, or grant any Subſidie for a warre againſt us, MEIN

their ſpeeches, complaints and gri-vances parallel ts onrs, did 
juſtifie the Cauſe (ſo muchas 2X cho wo) which we defend. 


T his rich and recent favour doth ſo binde our hearts, that were. 


our power never ſo great , we ſhould judge our ſelves the un- 
worthieſt of all men, and could look for no lefſe then Vengeance 
from the righteew Ged , if we fhould move hand or foot againſt 
that Nation ſo comfortably to us repreſented in that honourable 


meeting. Inthis our thaxkefnll acknowledgement, we delire that®- 


the Ge Lenden may havetheir own large ſhare as they well 
deſerve {ow noble profeſſion they have given of their con- 
ſtant affection to Religion , and the peace ot both Kingdomes, 
' notwithſtanding the continvall aſſaults of the miſſeaders of the 
King againſt then , alwayes renderirg them ſediticus in his 
eares, And if this which doth ſo convince us ſhall not be 
ebought ſufficient co ſatizſie all the good people of Exgland, We 
now betore God and the World make offer 1n generall, and we 
make offer to ſo many of them as ſhall requite it in particular, 
of the ſtrongeſt and moſt invie{able bond of our ſolemne Oath and 
religious atteſtation of the Great Name of G © D, who ut our feare and 


dread, and from whom we hope for a bleſſing upon our expedition, that 


we intend no enmity or rapine, and sball take no mans goods nor ingage 
our ſelves jn blood by fighting, unleſſe we be forced unto it, which we 
may look for from the Papiſts and Prelats , Bur if any ſuch 
thing ſhall come from godly men, or good Partons-, who love 
the'twth of Religion , or the Kings honour and their own liberty, 
both the rule ot Charty(which encertaineth no vo wr 
there is no evill deſerving ) and the foule of wiſdome ( which 
reacheth that both Nations muſt now ſtand or fall together) 
doe forbid us to apprehend. All the deſigne of both King= 
domes is for the truth of Religion , and forthe juſt lzberty of the 
StbjeR , and all the deviſes and doings of the enemy are fos 
the opprefiing of both , that our Religion may be turned into 
Superſtition and Atheiſme , and our /zberty into baſe ſervitude 
and bondage. To bring this to x Hare Jura certainly con- 
ceived that the blocking up of this Kingdome by Seaand Land 
would prove a powerfull and infallible means, For, for either 
within a very fhort time fhall we through want of zrade', and 
ſpoyling of our goods be brought to ſuch extreame poverty and 
confuſion; that we ſhall miſerably defire the conditions which we 
zow deſpiſe, anddecline , and be forced to imbrace their will 
for a Law, both .in Church and policie , which will bea 
cedein for the like miſery in England, who tumoully foreſecing 
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it may be tadght by their and our danger to. be more wiſe, or' 
upon the other part, we ſhall by this Invaſion be conſtrained! 
furiouſly and without order to break into England,' which we 
beleeve is the moſt earneſt deſire of our common enermes , be- 
cauſe a more ſpeedy execution of their deſigne : for we doubt” 
not but upon our comming clamours will be raiſed, Poſts ſent, 
and Proclamgtions made., through the Kingdome, to ſander 
"our piors and juſt mtentions ( as if this had been our meanin 
from the beginning) co ſtirre up all the Englith againſt us;thar 
once being entred m blood, they may with their own Swords 
extirpare their own Religion,lav a preſent formdation with their 
own hands tor buwl:ling ot' Rame in the midſt of chem , and be 
made the ARors of cheir own and our flabery to continue. for 
Ever. Butin this admuable opportunity of vindication of true 
Religion and juſt liberty,if divine provadece be looked upon with 
a reverend ey?, and men fearing God, and loving the Kings bonour, 
and peace of both Kingdomes, ſhall walke worthy of theirpro- 
feſſion, although the enemies have . obtayned fo much'of their 
deſires, as by cords of their own apo to draw us into Eng- 
land, yet may their maine defigne be difappointed , the Rope 
which cney have made brought upon their own necks , and 
cheir witdome turaecd to fookzsbnefſe , which we have reaſon to 
hope for from char ſupreme weſdome and power which hath in 
all the proceedings of this worke turned their deviſes upon 
their own pates that plotted them. 
1n our Informations, Remonſtrances, and the true repreſentati« 
on of our proceedings fince the laſt pacrfication , we have ſo 
farre expreſſed che wrongs which we have ſuſtained , and the 
diſtreſſes Which we fuffef , as may make manifeſt our preſſing 
tecellity to rake ſome other courld tor our preſent reliete,then 
- ſuch petitions ſupplications and commiſſions, as we have uſed be 
fore with lefſe ſucceſle then could be expected of a Kingdome 
from their native King. Before we ſtirred ſo much as with 
A petition, we indared tor many yeares nor onely* the continuall 
oppotition of the rruth, and power of Religion by Prelates and 
Papilts, but atfo the violation of all our /t5erties,and almoſt the 
torall ſubverſion of our Religion , which was vur comfort ir 
the ſight of God, and che glory of this Nation in theſight of 
other Churches, who by the teſtimony of their Divines made 
our Reformation the meaſure of their wiſhes, and. would have 
redecmedic with rheir greateſt worldly, loſſes , when groſſe 
Popery Was notoriouſly ob:ruded upon us" tn"the or” e-of 
wn WAN,

of the Churches; and the plotofthe Prelats and Papiſts whole - 
ly diſcovered how to DEP in both Nate £ added to 


ourformer ſuffrings no other Armes but Prayers and teares 
unto God ; and Peritionvro our King , which were utterly re- 
pected ; the Books and corruptions againſt which we petirzoned 
highly exalted, and by the bias viſe of thoſe who govern 


now his Counſells , labour to eſtabliſh their own il1 ac uired 


greatnefſe upon our oppreſſion, and the ruines of our Religio 
and Liberties, We were forbidden to infiſt,under the pain ob 
high Treaſon , when we -found our ſelves thus oppoſedandg 
born down ; Rtill iafifting in vur humble deſires we ſolemnly 
renewed our ſolemn and Nationall Oath and Covenant for 
preſerving of our Religion and Liberties, and of his M ajeſties 
Authority, knowing the violation of that Oathto be the guil« 
tinefſe which had procured our woes,and that uur Repentance 
and turning to God were the meanes by his bleſſing for a good 
fucceſſe ;. when contrary to our deſerving and expeRation his. 
MejeBio was moved by wicked Counſel] to march toward us 
with an Army, we chooſed rather to neglect ſuch. courſes as 
might ſerve for our humane ſafety, then to fall in ſeeming dife 


obedience to our King, orto give the ſmalleſt diftaſt roour . 


Brethren in England, and therfore disbanded our Forces, delis 
yered all holds which were craved in teſtimony of our obedi« 
ence, and ſo farre complyed with his Majeſties pleaſure, that 
notwithſtanding the determination of our lawfull former 
Aſembly,called by his Majeſty, we were contented that a new 
free Aﬀembly and Parliament ſhould be appointed , wh ere alt 
things both concerning our Religton and Liberties might 

aine be. canſidered and eftabliſhed, When matters Eccleſi= 

icalt were determined in the Afembly according to the 


| Conſtitutions of the Church in the prefence,and with the con«. . 


fent of his Majeſtiecs Commiſſioner , and the Parliament was. 
conyeened for perfeCing the warte, although we walkedther= 
in ſo watily that no juſt provocation was given te his Majeſty, 

contrary to the Laws and Cuſomes of this Kingdome, the; 

liament:ſo certainly promiſed , when his Majeſty was free; 
of thoſe bad Counſellours , was (being againe in their power), 
by their adviſe proroged , which to ſhew our invinſible obedz. 


oewce we were content to ſuffer, and did: ſend'up our Commilſe. _. | 


fioners to London to render the reaſons of onr demands. Wh 
out Conyni and Pejitjons of che Pacliamenty, 
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_ WIE j wereſo farrerejefted , they were never ſeeth Ke 
- Orhieard: ,\ ſe ſend up our Commiſſioners againe with our pro- 
ions, which contayned nothing but what was for 
he peace and good of the Kingdome', and was granted to'us 
þefore under tus Majeſties hand, yet conld they find no anſwer 
atall which will be wondred at, and hatdly belceved byſo 
many as are ſtrangers/at Court , and know: not the Bithop of: 
Canterbury, and the Leivtenant of Ireland, with the Aſſiſtaace 
ofche too roo puwerfull Faftion of the Hiſpantoliz'd Papilts 
labour to ſhew their zeale for his Majefties greataefle, by 
k pppret thejuſt Liberties of the free Subjetts , and the re- 
rmed Religion in all the three Kingdomes : Burt in place of 
che gracious anfwer which we expected , our Gommillioners 
were reſtrained, and one-of the Noble mea linpriſoned, Gar- 
riſons of rangers ſet over our heads in an- in{olent and bar= 
barous way ,exercifing their cruelty even againſt Women and 
Children, our Ships and goods taken and junke, and the ow= 
ners ſtript naked, and more iohumanely uſed arthe Commane: 
dement of abuſed Authority,by the Subje&s of our own King, 
then by Turks an 1 Infidels,and great Armies prepared againtt- 
Qs with a terrible Commiſſion to ſubdue and Eſtroy our ſolver, 
our Religion, Libercies, Laws and all, In this extremurty for 
bs to fend new Commigieners and Petitions were againſt ſence. 
and experience, thoſe that governe the Kings Gounſells being” 
- farre from any inclination or intention co {atisfie the juſt dew 
fires and grievances of the Subje&s, as they have made mani« 
feſt by breaking up of the Parliament in both Kingdomes, 
(though we know them to be often countervoted by many of 
that Honourable Board, more candid and peaceably minded.) 
To fir ſtill jn ſenſeleſneſſe and ſecurity , wayting for ourown: 
deftruion at the diſcretion of our mecciteſſs enemies {which 
were itnot arthis time with che cauſe of God would moye us 
che lefſe)is not only againſt Religion but Nature,teaching and | 
. Commanding us to ſtudy our owae preſervation. To indure 
gonrinuail ebreatnings , and ſo great boſtulsty and invaſion from. 
eare to yeare, which is the proteſſed policie of our eacmies is. 
zmpoſſible > and when we have examined our own ſtrengths: 
" more then we are-able'ta beare : We have therfore after much 
apiration and debating with and amongſt our ſelyes , reſulved' 
- tb-have our procedings,which have been canvaſed by ſo manyy 
and are brought to ſome point of determanation iniour own Pare; 
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be whatthey are, we may obtaine a better 


'cccd 1n patrence and 29, qv whither he (hall po before us g 
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| his bonour, walke in his wayes, find his peace 
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($) We 
there have beeri meetings of many thouſands. & ſome times3 
yer have they beeu kept without eummule or trouble, and without 
exceſle or ryotin better order and greater quietnes ,thenin the 
molt peaceable timer have been tound in this Land. When we 
were content at the pacifice'ion to lay downArms,and with great 
loſſe to live at home in pea. e,our wickedenemiey have been like 
the troubled Sea when it cannot reſt , whoſe waters caft up wire 
@nd dirt , and will haveus to doe that which it ſeems the Lord 
hath decreed againft them. The purity of our intentions farre 
from bale and earthly reſpeRs , the bent and inclination of 
our hearts in the midſt. of many dangers , the fitting of inſtru- 
ments, not onely with 2 defire and diſpoſuion,.but with ſpirit 
and abilities to overcome oppoſsion , and the conſtant peace of 
beart accompanying us in our wayes , which bearetiy us out 


| = all accuſations and aſperſions , are to us grounds 


ot aſſurance that God hath accepred our worke, and will not leave 
us: weknow the Lord may uſe even wicked menin his frvices. 
and may fill their failes with a faire gale of abzlities ,, and any 
them on with a ſtrong band , which ſhould make us to ſearc]| 
our hearts more narrewly. Burt as this ought not to difcoura 
his own faithful ſervants, who out of loveto his Name intend 
ing them, his 
providence direAing them , and his aſl blefſmg them 1n ther 
affajres. So can it not ve any juſt ground of quarrelling agaioſt 
the worke of God Yetall theſe our incouragements which have 
upholden our hearts 1n the midſt of many #roubles, could not 
make our entry into fngloed warrantable , it our peece (which 
low after) could be found at home or 
elſewhere. Where itis to be found we muſt ſeeke after ity 
and no ſooner ſhall we finde it clearly ſecured to us, but by 
laying down our Armes., and by the evidences of our peacea» 
ble diſpoſition , we ſhall make it manifeſt to the world, and 
eſpecially ro rhe Kingdome of England , that we are ſecking 
nothing els but peace, and that our taking up of Armes was not 
for [avafion but fer Defence. No man needeth to plead by 
poſitive law for neceſſey. Itis written in.every, mans beart by ne» 


. 8ure, and inaN ations we find menhavereceived it by pr 
« that neceſſity u 4 ——_—_ A Law above al Laws i« ſubje&

tono Law, andthertfore is ſaid to have no Law. Where neceſ- 
fity commandeth , the Laws of natareand Nations give their cone 
fo. and all poſitive Iavs are ſilent and giveplace. This Law 
place,lonimes to excuſe, ſomtimes tO excexuatezand orne 
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—_ to ſuſtifie and warrant ations otherwiſe queſtionable : and 


n9 greater n:ceffity can be then the preſervation of Religion , which 
15 tne ſoule of the Countrey, which is the body vt our lives; who 
are the members, and of the honour of aur King who 1$ the head, 
All thele at this time are in a common Aazaid , and to preſerve 
and ſeczre all ,we know no other way under the Sunne ( Andif 
any be ſo wiſe as to know it, we defire to heare it, and ſhall be 
ready to follow it ) but to take order with our common ene- 
mies where they may be tound,and to ſeek our afſurance where 
it may be given. T he queſtion is not whether we ſhall content 
our ſelves with our own poverty » or exrich our {elves in' Enpge 
{and © that queſtion 15 impious and abſurd. Netther is the que= 


tion whether we (hall aefend our ſelves at kome , or mmvadeour 


:.ei2þbours and deareſt Brethren © this alfo were unchriſtian and 
unreaſonable, Pur this is the queſtion, whether it be wiſdome 
and piety to keep our ſelves within the borders 111] our throats 
be cut, and our Religion, Laws and Countrey deſtroyed? Or, 
ſhall we beſtirre our telves , and ſeek our ſafeguard , peace and 
tberty mn England, whether we ſhall doe or dye,w hether we ſhall 
oce and live,or abide and perich* Or more largely tvexpreſle all, 
Whether we who are nota few private perſons , but a whole 
Kingdome, ſhall lye under the burthen ot to many accuſations, 
as ſcarcely in the worſt times have been charged againſt C hri= 
ſtians, receive the Service Book, andthe whole body of Po-. 
pery » imbrace the Prelares and their abjured Hierarchy , re- 
nounce our ſolemn Oath and Covenant, fo many times ſworn 
by us, looſe all our labour and Ped in this Cauſe, and forget 
our former flavery and wonted defires. of red<mption -at the 
deareſt rate , tickle the minds of our enemies with joy , and 
ſtrengthen their hands with violence, and fill the hearts of our: 
friends with ſorrow , and their faces with shame becauſe of us; * 
deſert and dishonour the Sonne of God whoſe Caule we have un- 
dertaken, whote banner we heve diſp/ayed, and whole truth and 
power hath been this time paſt more comfortable to us , then 
all the peace and priſperizy of the world coutd have rendered, 
and draw upon our telves all the judgemeuts which God hath 
executed upon Apoſtates ſince the beginning » and ſhall we 
fold our hands and wayre for the perfect {lavery of our ſelves 
and our Poſterity, in our ſoles, boazes, and eſtates, and (which is 
all one ) fooliſhly ro ſtand to our defence where we know it is 


' impoſiible 2 Or ſhall we ſeek our relief in following the cal= 


ling of God { for our neceſſity can be interpreted uo 1efſe ) ahd = 
ONS B2- enring/ 
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entring by the doore which his providence hath opened unte 
us, when all wayes are ſtopped beſide. Our enemies at fuſt did 
ſhroude themſelves ſo farre under the Kings Authority , that 
they behooved to ſtand or fall together , and that to Cenſure 
them was Treaſon againſt the King. Now we have fhewen 
that a Kings Crown 15 not tyed to a Prelats Mitre , and that 
the one may be caft unto the ground, and the other have 2 
ume luſtre and glory then before. Now they take them- 
elves to another ſtarting hole, and would have men to thinke 
that to come 1nto England againſt them is to come againſt Erg- 
land , and to purſue them although Legally is to invade tne 
Kingdome wnere they live , as it the the cutting away of an 
Excreſcence, or the curing of an Impoſthume were the killing, 
of the body. Let them ſecure themſelves under the ſhelter of 
their own phantaſies, but we are not ſo undifſernivg as like mad 
mento run furioufly upon ſuchas we firſt meet wuh and come 
1n our way : foralthough it cannot þe denyed but the wrongs- 
done co us, as.the breaking of the late peace, crying us down as 
Rebells and Traytors, the takeing of our Ships and goods, the 
Impriſoning of our Commiſſioners;the A&s of Hottility done 
by the Engliſh in our Caſtles : had they been done by the 
State or Kingdome of Erg/and, there might have been juſt. 
cauſes of a Nationall quarelling, yet ſeeing the Kingdome of 
England conveend in Parliament have refuſed co contribute any 
ſupply againſt us , have fhewen themſelves to be preft with 
evances like unto ours,and have earneſtly pleaded tor redreſſe 
and remedy , and a Declaration made that his Majeſty out of 
Parliament will redrefſe them,” which might be a cure for the 
grievances of particular Subjets ; but Nationall grievances 
require the hand of the Parliament for their cure, for preyent- 
ang wherof the Parliament was broken up and diflolved, Net- 
ther do we quarrell with the Kingdome for the injuries which 
. we ſuſtaine, but our quarrell is onely with particular men, the 
enemies of both Nations : nor can they quarrell with us, for: 
taking order with. the prevalent FaQion of Papilſts and Prelats. 
the Authors of ſo:many woes to both Nations... | 
 Letall wholoveReligionand their /zberty joyne againſt the: 
common enemies, and let them be accurſed that ſhall nut ſeek 
the preſervacion of their neighbour Nation, both in Religion 
and Laws, as their own, as knowing-that the ruine of one will 
prove the ruine both. And knowing well ( as having from 
Mex own Councels diſcoyeredit ) that the ruine of both was

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intended ; and that it was ever cheir plet- and purpoſe, chatif 4 
they could not ingage our deareſt Brethren , and neighbours 
Nation in a Warre tor our deſtru&on ; then to give us tome 11 
aſſured peace , which might bind our hands and hold us quiet, 
untill che yoake of bondage were more heavily and unremoye- 
- ably layd-upon our Brethren of England by the help of ſuch an, 
Army as was pretended to be gathered againR us, rooting out, 
the Godly people and active ſpirits of thac Nation and all thole 
who as good Patriots ſtand well aF-&ed to Religion,and their 
juſt /bertics, and might be ſuſpected would dare ftirre for the 
defence and maintenance of either, and there after eaſily tind; 
ground to» break againe with us,. when they-WETE Once aliurgd. 
that we were like to ſtand alove; ; And all the benetur, of jour 
peace ſhould be to be laſt deſtroyed. | 
And as we atteſt the God ot heaven that thoſe: and ng other 
are our intentions, fo upon the fame greateſt atteſtation doe we 
declare that for atchieving thoſe ends , we thall neither ſpars, 
our paines,. fortunes, nor lies which we know canngt be more. . 
profitably and honourably ſpent. 'T hac we thall nor gake trom; 
our Friends and Brethren from a thread even to a 3booe latches 
but forour own moneys,and theuſt payment; Thac we come” 
amongſt them as their Friends and Brethren , very ſenlible of. 
their by-paſt ſuffrings and. preſent dangers both in Religions 
and Liberties , and. moſt willing to/doe -them all the goog we 
can like as we certainly expe& that they (from the like ſence, 
of our hard condition agd- intollerable diſtrefie which hath: 
forced us to come from our own Countrey ) will joyne and; 
- concurre with.us inthe moſt juſt and. Noble wayes tor obtayne + * 
10g their and our molt juſt defires. And when our own moneys 
and meanes are ſpent, we ſhall craye nothing but upon luftict- 
entſurety ofpayment how ſoon poilibly it:can be made, what;
